FIRST  SEDERUNT.  , 

At  the  City  of  Toronto,  and  within  Knox  Church  there,  Tuesday, 
the  third  day  of  November,  one  thousand  ei>,d)»-  hundred  and 
seventy-four  year's,  at  half  an  hour  after  seven  of  the  cloak  in  the 
evening,  the  Fifth  General  Assembly  ( f  the  Canada  I'resbyterian 
Church  met  in  accor.lance  with  a  resolution  of  adjournment 
adopted  at  the  ordinary  meeting  of  Assembly,  at  tiie  City  of 
Ottawa,  on  the  tenth  day  of  June  last.  The  Moderator,  Mr. 
Thomas  MacPherson,  of  Stratford,  opened  the  meeting  by  giving 
out  for  praise  the  67th  Psalm,  which  b  ing  sung,  he  read  the  17th 
chapter  of  the  Gospel  according  to  John.  Mr.  Scott,  of  London, 
by  request,  then  led  in  prayer.  The  Moderator  followed  in  prayer. 
Praise  was  ottered  in  a  portion  of  the  132nd  Psalm. 

The  Moderator  briefly  addressed  the  house  as  to  the  objects  of 
thia  adjourned  meeting,  and  then  declared  the  Assembly  consti- 
tuted for  business.

The  Assembly  proceeded  to  consider  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Temperance,  delayed  at  the  meeting  of  the  Assembly  at 
Ottawa,  in  connection  with  a  conimunicaiion  from  the  Ontario 
and  Quebec  Temperance  and  Prohibitory  League. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  reaJ. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  .Hums,  seconded  by  Principal  McVicar,  as 
follows  : — The  General  Assembly  receive  the  Repiat,  adopt  its  re- 
conimendationa,  return  thanks  to  the  committee  and  especially 
to  the  convener,  and  hereby  renew  the  testimony  A\hich,  fora 
succession  of  year.-,  tliey  iiave  boine  against  the  enormous  evils  of 
in  tem  peril  nee.  Every  year  gives  increasing  force  to  their  convic- 
tion that  it  is  the  chief  cause  of  poverty  and  crime  throughout 
our  land  ;  that  it  is  the  principal  occasion  of  discipline  in  our 
Church,  i  nd  that  there  e.vista  no  more  fonnitiable  obstacle  to  the 
spread  of  the  Gospel  amongst  ua. 

The  General  Assembly  hail  every  well  designed  and  well

lire  General  Assembly  would  express  approval  of  the  passage 
of  a  Prohiijitory  Lic^uor  Law,  and  autiiorizu  the  Moderator  and 
clerks  to  prepare  and  forward  memorials  to  the  Legislature  to 
this  effect. 

The  General  Assembly  would  also  authorize  memorializins 
the  Dominion  and  Local  Legislatures  for  any  lesser  measure  wliich 
may  seem  likely  to  abridge  the  evils  of  intemperance,  re-appoiut 
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the  coniniittcp,  nml  instruct  llicm  to  atteml  to  this  innttPT.'niid.it'ciminittro 
det'iiu'd  udvL-iibU',  to   wait  I7  (U'puUilioii  011  tliu  public  autlio- •^••'l'i'U"'toa 
ritie-t.

Returns  to  the  Remit  on  Union,  sent  down  to  Presbyteries,  Ses-  Uiiturngte 
eions  and   Congregations  in  June  last.      The  Report  was  pre- 
sented and  lead  by  Prolessor  McLaren,  the  convener  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  set  forth  in  terms, — That  returns  hud  been  received 
from  Id  Presbyteries,  22B  Staiious,  and  238  Gougregatious  ;  that 
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all  the  Presbyteries  approved  of  the  Remit ;  that  in  the  case  of 
one  Presbytery,  that  of  London,  the  motion  to  approve  simplioiter 
was  cariied  by  the  canting  vote  of  tlie  Moderator,  over  an  amend- 
ment taking  exception  U)  the  resolution  on  modes  of  worship ; 
and  that  in  the  Presl)ytery  of  Gnelph  the  moticm  to  ajjprove 
sivipliciter  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  IG  to  6  ;  tliat  217  Sessions  ap- 
proved and  9  disiip])roved  ;  one  Session  only  distinctly  di9a[)prov- 
mg  of  tlic  Remit  generally,  the  others  dissenting  from  the  resolu- 
tion on  :noiles  of  worship  ;  that  231  Congregations  ap])roved 
simpliciter,  and,  as  in  the  case  of  Sessions,  one  disapproved  the 
remit  generally,  and  six  disapproved  on  theground  of  the  resolu- 
tion on  modes  of  worship. 
arisRetum  The  Cummittee  called  attention  to  the  terms  of  the  return 
from  the  Pre.--l)ylery  of  Paris,  and  recommended  that  it  be  read 
to  tlie  Assemlily.  The  return  fiom  the  Presbytery  of  Paris  wa3 
nccorilingly  read,  stating  in  substance  that  the  Presbytery  ap- 
proved simplicitur  of  the  Ri'init  on  Union,  Mi".  McTavish  alone 
dissenting  from  the  resolution  on  modes  of  worship,  but  advising 
that,  inasniucli  as,  in  the  (i])inion  (jf  the  Presbytery,  the  adjourned 
meeting  called  to  meet  on  the  3rd  of  November  was  incompetent 
to  (leal  regularly  with  the  new  matter  introduced  into  the  Basis 
of  Union,  fund  action  be  not  taken  in  the  matter  of  Union  until 
the  regular  meeting  of  Assenddy  in  June,  1875. 
Cnnstitnd'nn  The  committee  rei)orted  also  on  the  Returns  to  the  Remit 
of  next  As-anent  the  Constitution  of  the  next  Ueiieral  Assend)ly,  in  terms, — 
aembly.  Tliat  15  Presbyteries  approved  sim^/ici<er;  and  one  Presbytery, 
that  of  Paris,  disapproved  of  the  course  pi'oposed  as  unconstitu- 
tional.

of  Scotland,  and  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  Maritime  Pro- 
vinces in  connection  with  the  Cliurch  of  Scotland  ;  and  that  one 
hundred  and  seven  congregations,  and  one  hundred  and  seven 
Sessions  have  also  reported  in  favour  of  said  Union;  desires  to 
express  its  gratitude  to  God  for  the  unanimity  and  harmony  which 
have  prevailed,  and  the  happy  issue  which  has  been  reached  ;  and 
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the  Synod  is  accordingly  prepared  to  take  what  further  steps  may 
be  necessary  In  order  to  an  early  consummation  of  the  union 
with  the  other  ne;,'otiating  Churches.

carried  on  for  several  years,  and  its  feivent  prayer  that  the  Union 
about  to  be  consummated  may  by  His  blessing  bo  made  eminently 
conducive  to  the  advancement  of  the  cause  and  kingdom  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  this  and  in  other  lands.

The  considi^ration  of  the  draft-deliverance  was  proceeded  with 
clause  by  clause  to  the  end,  and  amendments  adopted.  Tlio 
delivei'ance,  as  amended  and  adopted  by  the  Assembly,  is  as 
follows  : — 

1.  Renew  the  recommendation  of  former  Assemblies  to  Presby- 
teries to  hold  an  annual  conference  on  the  subject  of  Sabbath 
schools. 

2.  That  Presbyteries  be  urged  to  give  more  attention  to  Sabbath 
Echool  work,  within  their  bounds,  to  collect  statistics,  and  send 
tabulated   returns  to  the  convener  of  the  Assembly's   committee. 

3.  That  Synods  be  recommended  to  give  One  Sederunt  in  the 
course  of  the  year  to  the  consiileration  of  Sabbath  school  work, 
and  kindred  subjects. 

4.  lliicommend  with  increased  urgency  the  need  of  making 
certain  of  our  Church  services  more  adapted  to  the  capacity  of 
children  ;  that  occasional  sermons  be  j)reached  to  the  young  ; 
that  the  relative  duties  of  parents  and  children  be  kept  prominent, 
and  especially  the  need  of  parents  co-operating  with  Sabbath 
school  teachers  in  the  training  and  instruction  of  the  young. 

5.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  superintendents  and  teachers 
of  S:ibbath  schools  to  endeavour,  as  far  as  possible,  to  direct  the 
missionary  contributions  of  the  children  of  the  Church  to  our  own 
Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  enterprises,  and  to  encourage  with 
this  view  the  formation  of  Juvenile  Missionary  Societies. 

6.  Renew  the  recommendation  for  the  general  adoption  of  the 
International  Series  of  t;abbath  School  Lessons. 

7.  Remit  to  the  Sabbath  School  Committee  to  examine  manuals 
on  Sabbath  school  teaching,  and  report  to  the  General  Assembly, 
with  the  view  of  one  being  recommended  by  the  Assembly  to  the 
Sabbath  schools  of  the  Church. 

8.  That  the  lists  of  books  for  Sabbath  school  libraries,  prepared 
by  the  committee  on  that  subject,  be  piinted  in  the  Record.

There  was  transmitted  by  the  Committee  on  Bills  and  Over- 
tures an  extract-minute  of  proceedini^s  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Chatham  in  rej?ard  to  the  licensure  of  Mr.  Peter  Nicol,  a  student 
oftlivinity,  settin,' forth  that,  owing  to  some  omission  or  over- 
sight, tlie  General  Assejnbly  had  not  granted  leave  to  the  Pres- 
bytery to  take  Mr.  Nicol  on  trial  for  license ;  tbat  the  Presbytery 
seeing  tliat  Mr.  NicoV.s  certificates  were  highly  satisfactory,  and 
that  application  liad  heen  made  by  them  in  the  usual  foriu  to 
the  General  Assembly  for  leave  to  license  him,  resolved  under 
the  circumstances  to  proceed  with  the.  licensure  of  Mr.  Nicol,  and 
to  report  their  action  to  tiie  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Assembly 
ill  November,  for  their  sanction  ;  and  that  Mr.  Nicol  having 
read  the  discourses  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  Church,  had 
been  duly  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  as  a  preacher  of  the  gospel. 

After  explanation  from  the  Corresponding  Cleik  of  the 
Assembly,  on  motion,  the  Assembly  sanctioned  the  action  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Chatham,  in  the  premises. 

MANITOBA  PKESHYTERY — CO-OPERATION,  OVERTURE  ON.

DISSECT — AXHWEUS  Tl)  KEASON8. 

The  As.sembly  called  for  the  report  of  the  committee  to  frame 
answers  to  the  reasons  of  dissent  from  the  action  of  the  Assembly 
on  Union,  submitted  last  night  by  Messr.'^.  Middlemiss  and  Ross. 
The  answers  were  presented  and  read  by  Dr.  Topp,  the  convener 
of  the  committee.  On  motion,  tlu^  answers  were  received  and 
adopted,  and  are  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  first  reason  of  Mr.  Middle  miss,  which  is  the  same  sub- 
stantially as  the  third  of  Mr.  Ross,  h  simply  answered  by  the 
counter  statement  that  the  preamble  and  ba.sis  do  not  involve  the 
acknowledgment  of  the  identity  of  this  Church  with  the  Church 
of  Scotland  as  at  present  constitute' 3,  and  that,  consequently,  the 
dissentients  are  not  warranted  in  making  any  statement  which 
seems  to  indicate  the  acknowledgm.ent  of  such  identity. 

2.  The  other  reasons  have  been  presented  and  answered  at 
other  Assemblies,  and  therefore  th  ere  is  no  occasion  lor  repeating 
former  satisfactory  answers  to  the  saoie  reasons. 
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MANITOBA  -IlEPOUT  ON  OVERTURE,  &C. 

The  AHScml)ly  ciillfd  for  tlie  report  of  tln>  rommiltoe  to  whom  Manitoba— 
was  refcrrt'd  ilie  overtures  from  Manitoba.  Tlie  report,  embodying  '*'','""'' ''" 
adeli verance  was submitteil, on bidialf  of  tlie committee, by  Dr.Topj),  &c. 
tlie  convener,  and  was  read.     On  motion,  thj  report  was  receive  1, 
and  it  was  agreed  to  consider  tiio  several  clauses  of  it  scrta^ini. 
Tile  three  clauses  of  the  deliverance  were   lead  and  considered,  - 

one  by  one,  and  were  severally  adoi)ted  ;  and  tlien,  mn  motion  of 
Dr.  Topj),  duly  seconded,  the  deliverance  was  adopted  as  li 
whole,  and  is  as  follows  :  - 

1.  That  the  status  of  a  ])rofessar  in  JIanitoba  College  be  ac-     ■ 
corded  to  the  Rev.  Thomas  Hart,  M.A.,   it  being  understood  that 
Mr.  Hart's  walnry  will  continue  to  bt;  paid,  as  at  ]u'esent,  l)y  tho 
I'resbyterian  Church   of  Canada  in   connection  witli  the  Church 
of  Scotland. 

2.  That  in  accordance  with  the  memorial- of  the  Piesbytery  of 
Manitoba,  ministers  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada  in 
connection  with  the  (!!hurch  of  Scotland,  appointed  by  the  Synod 
of  that  Church  to  labour  in  ^lanitoba,  sliall  have  the  same  statrnt 
accorded  to  them  in  the  Pies1)ytery  of  IManitoba  as  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Presbytery. 

3.  That  the  Assembly  expresses  its  gratification  at  the  l)rotherly 
feeling  manifested  by  elders  and  ordinary  members  of  the  Pre.s- 
byterian  Church  of  Canada  in  connection  with  the  Church  of 
Scotland,  in  connecting  themselves  with  the  congregations  of  the 
Canada  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba  ;  but, 
inasmuch  as  by  so  doing  they  are  (jntitled  to  the  privileges  of 
membership,  it  deems  it  unnecessary  to  make  any  further  decla- 
ration regarding  their  position.
